True, too, Mrs. Loffredo differs 
from other air-minded women In 
that she realizes the limitations of 
her sex Pillaring daily to fly the 
Atlantic from America to Italy as a 
good-VUU gesture between the tao 
nations, she ha* no illusions about 
what she consider* the poor chance 
of a woman to fly the hazardous 
route all alone.. This courageous
